Suddenly, someone held up an old tattered copy of QST, 
cieca 1973." It was turned to the page with the article 
ROTTEN ORM" by "The Old Man". Adjacent to the title 
was 9 small sketch showing an old-time wireless operator 
Smoking 2 pipe and keying a spark set. Everyone gath. 
ered around und admired the sketch. By unanimous vote, 
the sketch was adopted as the official emblem of QCWA, 
WIEA proceeded to make an enlarged drawing with some 
minor modifications, such ax adding some more sparks and 
the initials "QCWA* around the sketch, Thus, the OCWA 
logo was created.

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COMMENTS ON CHAPTER REPORT FORM PROCESSING 
‘There has been a great deal of confusion among members and 

‘among Chapter Officials regarding the Chapter Report Forms. 

This story will try to resolve some af the misunderstandings... 


‘Among the many publications issued by QCWA is an ann 
{often twice annually) list of Chapters ef QCWA which lists 
the Chapter name, the mailing address of the Secretary. This 
document is sent in a packet to each new QCWA member, and 
is widely passed out by OCHA at conventions, ete. The list- 
ing form works wondertully when and if the information is, 
up-to-date and correct. Abou! 1998 the Board took niote of 
the fact that we were printing these Chapter lists at fairly 
hhigh cost, and that the information was out-of-date when It 
came off the press. It was felt to be unfair and poor member 
relations to send bad information to a new member, telling him 
that he could contact a chapter in his area by writing toa 
certain address which was incorrect or out of date, Accord 
ingly, the Bourd ordered that a Chapter Report Form be pre 
pared and sent to each Chapter's President and Secretary in 
November of each year. This report form would provide & 
means for QCWA to know who the Olficers of each Chapter 
were, how to yet in touch with them by telephone ork 

and also included space for reporting on Silent Keys, Chap- 
ter activities and so on for the past year. This report form 
went out in November, 1984 for the first time, published in 
the HLR. To date we have not received answers from some 
Chapters. A new version was sent out in November 1985. to 
Feport on activities for that year. To date there are still 
some W or 15 chapters who have not yet replied. 


AC its Spring, 1985 meeting, the Board decided that the 
time had come for action. ‘The By-Laws were modified in a 
way deemed necessary in order that some of the Chapters 
would become aware of the need for complying with this new 
Fequirement (mailing the Chapter Report Form). In the 
Summer, 1986 issue of OCWA NEWS, Vol 35, No. 2, p a6, 
the whole matter was laid open so that all would be aware 
of the reason for the actions taken and the need for’ the 
Chapters to comply with the Board's request. The By-Laws 
OF OCWA read, with respect to this matter, as follows 
Article Vit, Section 1(d) Each Chapter shall elect a 
President/Chairman, Vice President, Secretary £ Treas~ 
urer. The Office of Secretary and Treasurer may be 
combined. The Secretary shall be responsible for main 
taining correspondence betmuen the Chapter and OCWA 
headquarters and shall file the Annual Chapter Report. 


VIL, Section i(e) Each Chapter shall asses and 
collect dues and maintain a membership roster. Each 
Chapter shall have a minimum of (wo meeting @ year, one 
of which will be the annual meeting. Additional 

and/or social meetings should be encouraged. 


At the same time the Board established a procedure for 
handling the problem of getting Chapter Reports from 
those chapters who simply would not file the Chapter Re 
port Form, as follows: 


In November of each year a Chapter Report Form will 
bbe sent to each Chapier President and Secretary of 
record using the QCWA Hotline Report. The Chupier 
Report form is to be filled in and returned to HO by 
December 31 of each year. If no answer is received by 
January 1, a registered letter will be sent by head~ 
quarters by January 10, to each Chapter for which 3 
Report Form has not been filed. If no answer is re 
ceived by January 31, then that Chapter(s) will be no: 
tified by registered mail that it has been dropped trom 
the Rolls of QCWA. Reinstatement rules will accompany 
the letter rescinding the Charter, 


{t is reatized that this is strong action but, the Board 
also felt that it had an obligation to new members to, 
Provide them with accurate information about availa 
of local QCWA activities which made it necessary. In 
addition, the questions on the Report Form provide your 
Officers and Board members with information which permits 
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them to provide assistance to faltering chapters, or to 
take action to guide OCWA into the channels most pre~ 
ferred by the membership. 


Please watch for the Chapter Report Form, it should 
‘arrive about mid November. A copy is reproduced in this 
issue of QCWA NEWS for reference ond, see to it that 
QCWA is advised of your current Officers & that other 
infornation requested is supplied. a 


ON LETTERS TO HEADQUARTERS 


It might be well to outline our procedures here at HO with 
fespect to handling mail. Two Ladies, Nadine, WSZUT end 
Ruth, KSYL, work on alternate days, generally from about 
SAM to 3PM.

That we 
muke mistakes is inevitable...if you catch one, call our hand 
30 that we may correct it and perhaps change @ process 40 
as to provide better servcie. 


11 you wish w letter to go to the OCHA NEWS Editor, make 
the address that way and, put your Chapter number on the 
outside of the envelope where we may see it, These go in 
@ Separate file, awaiting preparation for the news. 


Hf you wish to write to the General Manager, address it 
that way and mark it “Personal”. That way he will get 
MW un-opened, and the same day it arrives, not ten days 
later due to it being held up for processing # certificate 
also requested in the same letter, 


Finally, some mail gets lost here in the office, there can 
bbe no doubt, and some never reaches us - for instance, we 
often receive mail for someone else having the same house 
number, but a different street, ete. If we don't reply in 
some form or other within a week, the odds are that we 
didn't get it, or there is a hold-up because of lack of 
information, follow up with # posteard of inquiry. We 

are here to help and to serve. If we don't letting us know 
will certainly bring corrective action and quickly.
